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for such plays, and the audience had almost 
been found when the outbreak of the Great 
War put a temporary end to the experi- 
ments. With the coming of peace the idea 
was revived, and it has flourished since that 
time. 


FINDING A THEATRE - 


Before the plans could be perfected it was 
necessary to find a suitable theatre, and a 
home was found in the Garrick Theatre, 
which was leased from Otto Khan on liberal 
terms. The initial difficulties of the venture 
were minimised by this fortunate ease in 
discovering a small theatre in a favourable 
location and at a low rent. 

In the spring of 1919 the Guild produced 
its first play: Benevente’s ‘Bonds’ of 
Interest.”” The play lingered for a few weeks 
and then died. Where the famous Spanish 
dramatist had failed an Irish dramatist 
succeeded: a play which the commercial 
managers had rejected was accepted for pro- 
duction, and it was such an immediate and 
| we saga success that it set the Guild 
irmly on the path to permanence. The play 
was ‘‘ John Ferguson,” which had been pre 
sented four years earlier at the Abbey 
Theatre, by the comparatively obscure play- 
wright, St. John Ervine. When “ John 
Ferguson’’ was staged the total capital of 
the Theatre Guild was about £5; when its 
run ended financial success was assured, and 
the reputations. of two Irishmen had been 
made. Theee two Irishmen were St. John 
Ervine and Dudley Digges. 

During its history the Guild has produced 
many famous plays, including “Saint Joan,” 
“The Devil’s Disciple,” ‘Man and the 
and the Masses,” ‘‘Cesar and Cleopatra,” 
‘‘Arms and the Man,” '' Right You Are If 
You Thing So,” “Fata Morgana,” “ Porgy,’” 
“The Doctor’s Dilemma,” “Strange Inter 
Jude,” “‘Dynamo,” ‘‘Mourning Becqmes 
Electra,’ “Green Grows the Lilacs,” and 
“Reunion in Vienna.” In most of 
these Dudley Digges played a leading 
part. For a few years he appeared in 
films with great success, but the call of the 
stage has been too strong, and he is again 
with the Guild in its own theatre. “On the 
occasion of its 35,000th performance he was 
acclaimed as the hero ef the Guild, and 
publicly decorated in the vestibule.
